NEW YORK The population of the United States grew at its 
slowest rate in more than 70 years, the Census Bureau said 
Wednesday 

The countr/s population increased by an estimated 
2.8 million to 311.6 million from April i, 2010 to July i, 2011. 
The growth rate of 0.92 percent was the lowest since the mid- 
1940S. 

“The nation’s overall growth rate is now at its lowest point 
since before the Baby Boom,” Census Bureau Director Robert 


Groves said in a statement. 

Texas gained more people than any other state in the 
15-month period, at 529,000, followed by California at 
438,000, Florida at 256,000, Georgia at 128,000 and North 
Carolina at 121,000, according to the latest Census estimates. 

These five states accounted for more than half of the total 
US. population growth, the bureau said. 


The only three states to lose population in the period were 
Rhode Island, down 1,300 or .12 percent; Michigan, down 
7,400, or .08 percent; and Maine, down 200, or .01 percent. 

California remained the most populous state, with a popula- 
tion of 37.7 million. Rounding out the top five most populous 
states were Texas with 25.7 million people. New York with 19.5 
million, Florida with 19. i million and Illinois with 12.9 million.

WITH THE ECONOMY SPUTTERING, 
MORE 20-SOMETHINGS ARE 
TURNING TO MOM AND DAD

Marcos Ceniceros, 25, is part of a growing 
movement— back to Mom and Dad’s house. 

In November, Ceniceros moved into his 
parents’ Brighton Park home after living on 
his own for two years in Albany Park. Ce- 
niceros said he’s trying to save money to finish 
his sociology degree at DePaul, and the best 
way to do that was to take on two new room- 
mates: His folks. 

“It takes some getting used to again,” said 
Ceniceros, who first moved out at age 23. 
“{My parents] don’t want me to be drinking 
in the house. They don’t want me to have get- 
togethers with drinking or music.” 

Forget “Occupy Wall Street.” More and 
more 20- and 30 -somethings are occupying 
a guest room at Mom and Dad’s while saving 
money for school or finding a job, according 
to Census data released in November. 

Like Ceniceros, 19 percent of Ameri- 
can men 25 to 34 years old live with their 
parents, up from 14 percent in 2005. This 
number jumps for younger men. Nearly 
60 percent of men ages 18 to 24 live with their 
parents, up from 53 percent six years ago. 

The fairer sex is faring better. Ten percent 
of women 25 to 34 years old live with parents, 
up from 8 percent in 2005, according to the 
data. Meanwhile, half of women ages 18 to 24 
live at home, up from 46 percent six years ago. 

These numbers do include college students 
living in a dormitory which are counted as liv- 
ing in their parents’ home. 

Chicagoans who live with their parents 
told RedEye that while they appreciate that 
they’re able to save money, they sometimes 
find it difficult to abide by the rules of the 
roost and they’re not optimistic they’ll be 
moving out anytime soon because of the 
down economy 

Amanda Pena, 23, never expected to be a 
boomerang kid. Five years ago, she moved 
out of her mom’s Edgewater home and into a 
place with her boyfriend-turned-fiance. They 
eventually grew apart and split. 

In the meantime, Pena’s credit card debt

had grown, so she moved back in with her 
mom two years ago. She works full time at an 
apartment complex to pay off her debt and 
save money to go to school to be an elemen- 
tary school teacher. 

Pena said things have changed at home 
since her last stay She pays a little rent now 
and her old room isn’t really her room. The 
space had been redecorated for her grand- 
mother, who stayed there for a while. 

“I don’t really have anything that makes me 
feel like it’s my room. {My mom] won’t let me 
put up any posters because it doesn’t go with 
the decor,” Pena said. “It kind of feels like I’m 
in the guest room.” 

Mom has other rules too. Pena said her 
mother prefers to know whom she’s with and 
when she’s coming home if she’s going to be 
out late. 

“It’s hard being the age I am living at home. 
It’s kind of hard to go out,” Pena said. “I’ll 
probably be there for two more years. I’m 
hoping not. I’m hoping middle of next year 
I’ll have my stuff paid off” 

These living situations are no picnic for 
the ’rents either. Four of Lisa Collins’ five 
kids live at her Riverside home, including her 
29 -year-old son, Frank, and her 21-year-old 
son, Eddie. 

Eddie, a junior at Northeastern, never has 



moved out, while Frank moved into Collins’ 
basement in September after divorcing his 
wife of five years. 

Collins, 51, said she charges neither son 
rent, but Frank helps out with the cooking 
and Eddie walks the family’s three dogs. 

There are drawbacks. Collins said she has 
to hide her beloved Diet Coke, chocolate 
chips, bottles of water, low-fat potato chips 


and Halloween candy in her closet so her sons 
don’t find and steal them.

good enough job that they understand the importance of 
being financially independent,” Collins said. *‘It's going to 
be nice when the/re independently on their own, but it's 
a double-edged sword.

Prosecutors take aim at owner of building 
that collapsed in blaze that killed 2 firefighters

Prosecutors are taking legal action against the 
owner of the building where a roof collapsed 
and killed two Chicago firefighters a year ago. 

'llie Cook County staters attomey^s office 
says the owner failed to comply with court- 
ordered requirements to repair and secure the 
vacant building, Tt has filed a petition for crimi- 
nal contempt of court* 

Thursday marks the one-year anniversary of 
the deaths of firefighters Edward Stringer and 
Corey Ankum, They were among more than 
a dozen firefighters searching the abandoned 
laundry at 1744 E* 75th St* when the roof came 
crashing down. 

Seventeen other firefighters were hurt in 


the department's deadliest fire in more than a 
dozen years. 

Stringer^s brother, Michael 'Ibrres, said he 
and his family have felt all along that criminal 
charges should be filed against the building^s 
owner. 

“I believe that they were criminally neg- 
ligent in not securing their building, and as a 
result two families lost loved ones and the city 
lost two dedicated firefighters,” Torres said 
Wednesday 

Torres said the building became a ^‘death- 
trap” through the owner's failure to make 
needed repairs. And while he welcomed the 
charges, he acknowledged they won't help ease 
his family's suffering* 


“It doesn't really change anything for us,” 
Torres said* “It won't bring our loved one back 
or the Ankums' loved one back. But we think 
that should the owners of that building be 
found guilty, a strong message would be sent, 
and maybe it would prevent other families 
fromgoing through what we're going through.” 

After the fire, the building owner told the 
Tnbune that after his South Shore laundry had 
failed six years before, he gave up on the bro- 
ken-down building that he and a relative had 
been struggling to hold on to. 

Taxes went unpaid and the building's prob- 
lems stacked up, among them a wooden truss 
roof that city inspectors found defective in 
2007 and ordered repaired* 

“Pm at a loss for words about the whole 
situation,” the owner told the Tribune during a 
brief phone interview after the fire. “I feel bad 
about the firemen getting hurt.”

Santa saves life 


DALLAS A former volunteer firefighter in 
a Santa suit grabbed a man from a burn- 
ing vehicle and then directed traffic around a 
two-vehicle traffic accident this week in the 
Dallas area, the Santa outfit-clad man said 
Wednesday: 

Brad Luddeke received worldwide attention 
after photos shot by passers-by of him dressed 
as Santa directing traffic were sent to local me- 
dia outlets. 

One of Luddeke’s annual traditions is to 
dress up as Santa and deliver gifts and toys col- 
lected for families being helped by employees 
of a manufacturing firm where he works. 

On the way back to the office from a gift run 
Tuesday, Luddeke, 52, was stopped at a traffic 
light in the Dallas suburb of Coppell when an 


accident occurred next to him, he said. 

Luddeke sprang into action. He helped the 
driver in one of the wrecked vehicles get out 
safely, then turned to assist the driver in the 
other vehicle, he said. No other people were in 
either vehicle. 

When he turned around, he saw that the 
first victim had returned to his truck to remove 
some Christmas gifts. Luddeke saw the vehicle 
had caught fire and grabbed the man just before 
the truck exploded, he told Reuters. 

Luddeke then directed traffic around the ac- 
cident site until police and firefighters arrived. 

No one was injured, police in Coppell said. 

“I really just did what anyone would do in 
that situation,” Luddeke said. “I just happened 
to be wearing a Santa suit.”

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Chicagoan CM Punk has 
been the talk of WWE— 
and now he talks to us

“It’s clobberin’ time.” 

With those famous words before every 
wrestling match, Chicagoan and current 
WWE heavyweight champ CM Punk makes 
his entrance. Punk’s not only at the top of 
his game, but he put a spark in professional 
wrestling this summer with his seemingly off- 
script rant about WWE owner Vince McMa- 
hon and his ascension to the championship — 
in Chicago, no less. 

He talked with RedEye recently about a 
variety of topics, including his fondness for 
MMA, as he prepares to return to Allstate 
Arena on Monday for “Raw.” 


Going back to July, how was that feeling 
of winning the WWE championship in your 
hometown? 

I don’t think it could have gone any better. It’s 
an awesome feeling and it was a very hostile 
environment, and I deal well with those kinds 
of situations. What better place to win the 
WWE championship than in Chicago where 
I grew up and started my wrestling career? 

How did you become a Cubs fan and whom 
did you idolize throughout the years? 

I think you have to root for whatever sports 
team your father rooted for, isn’t that the 
rules? My father would watch every game, 
and even if he fell asleep, the TV would still 
be blaring. Good or bad he couldn’t change 
the channel. 

I don’t think I had a favorite player or one 
I wanted to be, but I was really fond of the 
catchers. I grew up playing catcher with my 
friends and in leagues, so they always drew 


me in. Jody Davis was a great catcher back in 
the day and was somebody I always enjoyed 
watching. But you can’t go wrong with Ryne 
Sandberg either. 

You’ve been very vocal about your fondness 
for MMA and particularly the UFC. When did 
you first starting getting into MMA and who 
are some fighters that impress you? 

I remember watching the first UEC. A 
couple of my friends got together and we 
heard that it was “no-holds-barred and any- 
thing went.” So we ordered the pay-per-view 
and then later I got to train with Dan Severn 
in Chautauqua, 111., and that’s how I fell in 
love with jiujitsu. I was never the biggest, but 
I was fast; and look at Royce Grade, who had 
the same mold and he was taking out guys 
who were 150 pounds heavier than him. 

Right now I think Erank Mir is an excellent 
all-around MMA fighter. Right now the heavy- 
weight division is jam packed and a lot of fight-

ers who will be waiting for that next shot at 
the champion. With Erank Mir, though, he has 
evolved so much over the years —not only his 
body but his skills have been sharpened. He is a 
tremendous boxer and has brought up his grap- 
pling skills beyond recognition over the years. 
With his jiujitsu being sharp as ever I think he 
can really make another run at the title. 

But I have to give a shout-out to Dan Hen- 
derson as well. Eor his age and the years of 
fighting he has gone through, he is amazing.
